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N ACHIEVEMENT OF FAILURE. 

For a term of twenty years the closed- 
shop movement in American industry made 
marked progress. In the beginning it was 
regarded as a means of securing better 
wages and,improved working conditions 
for skilled labor; and it received the sym- 
pathetic support of public opinion, which 
always ranges itself on the side of any 
movement that offers the hope of amelio- 
rating the condition of those who perform 
the arduous physical labor indispensable to 
human existence. A few penétrating intel- 
lects discovered the intensely selfish spirit 
in which it was grounded and denounced 
it as a clase movement that robbed the 
workman of his independence and imposed 
artificial restrictions on individual effort; 
but the many permitted hope to triumph 
over experience and favored giving it a 
chance. 


It is the general application of the prin- 


ciple that has hastened its repudiation. 
Promising liberty, it brought only servitude. 
The more powerful it became the greater 
was the menace to free institutions, until 
those who had first favored it found them- 
selves compelled to unite against ſe in or- 
der to preserve the republic itself from vio- 
fent revolution. At the close of the World 
War the heads of the great labor organiza- 
tions, builded on the closed-shop plan, be- 
lieved themselves strong enough to over- 
throw representative government and es- 
tablish the dictatorship of union labor. The 
movement was international in its scope 


and even more formidable than that of the 


Hohenzollerns and the Hapsburgs to esta} 
lish a military dictatorship. It applied the

gion. When any group of workers demand 
that industry shall be closed to all but 
members of their particular union they are 
re-establishing the cult of the Pharisees. 
Their inordinate selfishness is so blatant 
that they awaken a spirit of resentment in 
every just mind. 

The steel strike, the coal strike and the 
outlaw railroad strikes have opened the 
eyes of the public to the trend of the closed- 
shop movement. Public opinion has con- 
demned it; and an expression of that opin- 
ion is to be found in the nation-wide move- 
ment now in progress to establish the open 
shop. A strike of firemen on the railroads 
threatened to tie up all the transportation 
lines of the country and cause industrial 
stagnation and widespread misery. Public 


‘opinion asked why. The answer was that 


the firemen and engineers are organized in 
closed-shop unions; that the trains could 
not run because no independent workmen 
knew the mechanism of the engines. 

Then came the demand of the railroad 
workers that they be given the right to run 
the roads, that the property be taken from 
its rightful owners and turned over to them. 
As a first step they succeeded in inducing 
the President of the United States to take 
over the roads as a war measure, hoping 
to prove to the world that private opera- 
tion was not conducive to the best service. 
The government took them over and proved 


| just the opposite of what the unionized em- 
ployees intended. It soon became apparent | 


the employees possessed the brains to 
operate the physical properties, but not to 
make the operation a financial success. 
The taxpayers of the country were forced 
to make up a $1,000,000,000 deficit before 
the roads were finally returned to their 
owners. The employees wanted to continue 
the experimént, but public opinion was con- 
vinced of its failure. 7 

When one reflects that the soviet gov- 
ernment of Russia is an application of the 
ideas that grew out of the closed-shop move- 
ment in this country, that Trotsky and 
many of Lenine’s other closest advisers had 
taken part in the movement here before 
going to Russia, he comes to a realization 
of the horrors we escaped when the plan 
was first tried elsewhere. The result of 
the Russian experiment has hastened the 
reaction in Great Britain, France and the 
United States. The working classes them- 
selves begin to realize that conscription of 
labor is a poor substitute for the wage sys 
tem, which, while permitting many abuses, 
is superior to any other system that civil- 
ization has devised. 

Employers of labor throughout the Unit- 
ed States now find themselves backed by 
public opinion when they make merit the 
qualification of emgloyment. That is the 
American way. To refuse to any man the 
right to work because be is not a member 
of some particular organisation is repug- 
nant to the principles in which justice is 
grounded. Men possess the right to organ- 
ize; but they place themselves in opposition 
to human rights when they deny to other 
men, not members of their organization, the 
right to labor. The management of The 
Times recognized this principle thirty years 
ago. Gen. Otis, its great builder, devoted 
his life to fighting for it. For years he 
fought almost alone. No other publisher 
of an important paper in the country dared 
take up the combat. All flinched because, 
while recognizing the justice of the prin- 
ciple of industrial freedom, they realized 
ite temporary unpopularity. Fear of a boy. 
cott led thousands of employers to make a 
compromise with the principles of justice 
and equdMty and with their conscience. 

Gen. Otis won his fight, not for himself, 
but for Los Angeles and the whole of South- 
ern California. That this section is now 
the Mecca of independent workmen from 
the whole of the country is incontestable. 
Here dollars and men are alike free; and 
that atmosphere of freedom, even more 
than a favored climate and fruitful soil, has 
advanced Los Angeles in thirty years from 
a frontier town to the tenth city, alike in 
— and industry, in the United 


Industrial freedom does not now lack for 
champions. Even the politicians are for it; 
and that is the final test of popularity. The 
American Federation of Labor attempted 
this year to bolster up the failing cause of 
the closed shop by waging a campaign in 
practically every Congress district in the 
United States to defeat the candidates who 
favored the open shop and to elect closed. 
shop advocates. The returns from the pri- 
mary elections show that the open-shop 
candidates are winning at a ratio of at 
least five to one. 

Justice is fighting on the side of the le- 
gions of industrial freedom; and, among a 
free people, justice is a powerful ally. The 
battle will not be won in a single winter 
campaign; for the country must now pay 
the price of permitting the union closed 
shop to gain headway in industry; but the 
trend is in the right direction. Until the 
open-shop principle is fully established in 
the great eastern industrial centers Los 
Angeles will continue to enjoy a greater 
degree of prosperity than any other Amer- 
lean city. It is the reward which we are 
now reaping because thirty years ago there 
were men in Los Angeles possessed of the 
intelligence and good sense necessary to 
determine the right of a great industrial 
question and of the courage and stubborn- 
ness to fight for the right when they had 
discerned It.

UNLOCAL COLOR.

Greenwich Village has invaded the 
far Southwest. 

This is no mere catchy sentence 
based on a few instances; it is a 
literal statement of facts In two 
or three New Mexico towns and at 
large iam the surrounding country 
there are probably more people of 
the type called Bohemian than any- 
where else in the United States, ex- 


Square in New York and that of 
Tooker Court, the home of the Dill 
Pickle Club in Chicago. 

And these strangers have come 


boldly in their proper parts. They 


have not, to any considerable ex- 
tent, protective coloration. 
Here are to be seen the short-haired 
women wearing sandals and far- 
away looks, and the men with the 
long hair who dream the long 
dreams and paint the pictures that 
look not like the scenery and write 
the poétry whereof the meaning is 
known only to themselves and God. 


It would be unfair, however, to 


give the impression that the arty 
folk who have come here are all or 
even mostly dilettantes and eccen- 
trics. Both in Santa Fe and Taos 
are men and women of real achieve- 
ment. Mary Austin spent a winter 
there and wrote an excellent novel, 
and there are a dozen artists in the 
State of considerable attainment. 
One of the most interesting of these 
is Gustave Baumann, who has with 
success revived the little- 
wn art of making color pritzts 
by hend from wood cuts. He paints 
his pictures in water colors, makes 
a wooden plate for each color in the 
composition and prints perhaps a 
hundred copies, which are much in 
demand. 


The fact of the matter is that 
probably more of real artistic and 
intellectual life in proportion to the 
population is centered in Northern 
New Mexico than anywhere else in 
the United States. Boston is an in- 
tellectual fossil and New York is an 
intellectual prostitute. Chicago 
makes a flamboyant and self-con- 
scious effort to be cultured and cer- 
tainly some good things come out 
of its slums and alleys, but pork 
sits somewhat heavily on 


Who paints pr. 
marily for the embellishment of cal- 
endars and the fattening of his own 
purse is not unknown in these parts, 
nor is the chap who hastily manu- 
factures local color into bad maga- 
zine fiction. But in the main the 
artists and writers who come here 
are sincere folk who are trying to 
get away from the noise and strain 
and greed-provoking atmosphere of 
the cities and to find à new inspira- 
tion. The artists, especially, have 
been successful. A. number of very 
substantial and worth-while reputa- 
tions have been made by men whose 
work in other places attracted no at, 
tention. 

Nor is it hard to understand what 
the artists find here. Certainly one 
of the essentials of artistic produc- 
tion is an atmosphere of leisure. It 
is hard to give yourself up unre- 
serv to dreams of beauty, which 
probab will prove unprofitable, 
when you are surrounded by people 
engaged in a desperate and fever- 
ish hunt for money. But down here 
a large part of the population is 
Mexican, and the Mexicans refuse to 
get excited or hurry up. They im- 
part an easy and leisurely tone to 
existence.

Arriving in 
Long Beach with his wife, from San 
Francisco, in an automobile which 
the police said he obtained in the 
northern city by misrepreseftation, 
he disposed of the car for $1200 and 
took an expensive suite at the Hotel 
Virginia. 

Between the first and eighth of

counts in four different banks at 
Long Beach, making cash deposits 
at first, and then adding to them 
sums which the police said he ob- 
tained by forgery. During the rush 
hour one Saturday morning he closed 
all four accounts and departed from 
the city. He was missed till the 
banks opened on Monday and then

Murphy began his spectacular 
career in Detroit shortly before the 
wedding to Miss Bowen, He was ar- 
rested for an automobile collision 
while he was on his way from Set- 
ridge Field, one evening to see his

The father, it is also said, paid the 
honeymoon bills to California, dur- 
ing which time, the wife, in her bill 
of complaint, charged that her hus- 
band did not support her.

The official status of sweet cider 


and its position under the Volstead 
law, was established by a decision of 
U. 8. District Judge Bledsoe, yester- 
day, in ordering a directed verdict 
of acquittal in the case of John B. 
Dodson of the Southern Industries 
Company, $10 Mateo street, charged 
with violation of the Prohibition 
Enforcement Act. 

Mr. Dodson had sold a large 
quantity of cider that had deen 
treated with benzoate of soda, to the 
extent of one-tenth of 1 per cent. 
This cider later on developed into 
a healthy “kick,” and resulted in 
the arrest of a number of soft drink 
dealers in the various beach cities. 

It was asserted on Mr. Dodson's 
behalf. and shown by the testimony, 
that when the oider left his place it 
had been rendered harmless as an 
intoxicant by the use of the chem!- 
cal, and that the excess alcholoic 
content was developed after the sale. 
The court in directing the Verdict of 
acquittal held with this contention.
